Tree Soboola and the Catho- 
Uo Petition. 



On Thursday waa laid belpro^-the 
■ilouso n petition signed by 64 mem- 
bera of the Catholic communion in this 
city. Amongst the petitioners appear 
the names of Bight Rev. Bishop Se- 
ghers and three- of his Clergy. The 

, object of the memorial ia to represent 
the extreme unfairness of the imposi- 
tion of a school tax on Catholics who 
do not UM the Free Schools; and ^ to 
point out that any system of education 
which does not include the inculcation 
of some religion is "godlesa and athe 

-•-istio." From these views we dissent 

<'i' entirely. The Free School system in 
force here is the result of many years' 
experience in Europe and America, 
and its secularity is its most worthy 
feature. It is not the fault of the 
State that the schools are not used by 
Catholic residents; but if the State 
•VprMbribed the reading of the Protes- 

" tant version of the Bible in the schools, 
.T.j;the.pirtboiio would have as just cause 
'''wVoif bomplaint as the Jew who would 
: natiirftlly bbjecfc to the reading of the

V establishments in the Province where 
youthful apprentices are being taught 
useful trade's. "Whoever heard of a 
clergyman of any denomination de- 
claring that because the blessing of 
God was not invoked on the labor to 
be performed and a chapter or two 
from the Bible read each day the es- 
: tablisbmcnts are "godless or atbeisti- 
' cal ?" And if there be need of reli- 
.gious culture in the schools^ how much 
more is it necessary in the workshop ? 
Children should be given a knowledge 
of those virtues aud at ainments that 
will lit them to live well m the house- 
hold and well in the State. Thi.t is 
the education the Province owes to 
eTerjr'child .that- -is born unto it. 
- ' linder the secular system the Free 
Schools are open to all denominations, 
and public security requires that all 
denominations, whether they use the 

• Bohools or not, ehould contribute

■ If i^ny of those denominations do not

that has beeu happily free from it. All 
denominations have heretofore worked

members of each aiding the other with 
their money, their influenoe and their 
, ., ; talents to gain a footing amongst us. 
Wo feel sure that, upon reflection, the 
signora of the memorial, as well as the 
very large portion of our Catholic res- 
idents who did not sign it. will 
see the unwisdom of the policy that

utterly untoaal?i'e as those laid down.

But notwithstanding such dis- 
couragements it cannot be said there 
is no lield for successful enterprise in. 
this Province for the industrious set- 
tler. It surely cannot be ' said thorp 
is no demand for .pastural pro^d ac- 
tions when steamer^ from San Fran- 
cisco and JPoiffcUi'^i' and crafts from 
the Sound of aU'sorts and kinds are 
continually''pn "tKfeir-way to our sbbres 
with cargoes of 'fitbdufce from the field, 
orchard, and garden, and the farm- 
yard to supply the wants of this 
community.

Mr. W. Brown asked tho hon. Chief 
Oommiasiouer if auythmg had boon dono 
.;..witU reference to the production of a let- 
ter ho had naked fbi; relating tb' the Lil- 
looet Howe Sound trail and the stopping 
of operations thereon. 

Hon. Chief Gommissiunor stated thnt 
every effort had been miulo to liud tho 
. lfitt^rbat,a^ jet it-bad not been diaooTer- 
ed. (densatfoui} 

TIMBER LEASES. 

Mr. Pimhury moTed for n Committoo 
tp inquire into the method of letting tim- 
ber lenses, with tho usual powora. Tho 
mover said that ho had just oause for be- 
lief that tho timber leases ■were not lot 
fairly (hearj hear) , and ho thought that 
they Avore induoivo to wholesale robbery 
of timber. Ho kuow of one or two in- 
Btnnces wherein gontlomon had gone to 
considerable expon.so for mauhiuery aud 
had applied for timber lenses to the luto 
Chief Commiaaioner, but had been mot 
with the answer that the lands were alrea- 
dy leased, bat there was nothing to prove 
or show that the terms of the leases had 
been complied with. Ho knew olso of 
dasei wherein tho lessees were givou sov 

, , eral yoara to erect saw mills, but before 
that time had expired they might strip the 
lands of timber and then allow the lease 
' to fall through. (Hear, hear.) Several 
(''|>r8'6aupil^bns;ofAaDd had also oeen made 
ostensibly for farming purposes, but in 
reality with the intention of timber cut- 
ting. He would Buggo.st that the follow- 
ing members compo.se the Committee: — 
Messrs. SmitLo, Tuliuio, i'lsher, Voruon, 
Brown and Pimbury. 

Mr. Boaven said that with regard to tho 
' Mtilatipina S&aits lease he was in a posi ■ 
tion to state that not a single stiok of tim- 
ber had boon cut, but tliat tho rent for tho 

'>' land had beou nevertheless paid to tlie 
Government. A suitable harbor could 
not be found for tho oroctiou of a mill 
and the tide was moreover unfavorable 
for tawing logs. In the, case of Mr. Sut- 
ton, that gentleman had merely imported 

' niaobinery as a speonlation and as he 
found ho could not turn it to good aa- 
count, he had refrained from utilizing it 
for timber cutting and sawmill purposes. 

(, There was a good deal of moonshine in 
the whole buuinoss. (Ohl oh!) 
The motion was carried. 

LAND ACT. 

Mr. Smitho moved the adoption of tho 
report on this Bill. 
Carried. 

The Bill was then read a third time and 
'puKed. 

; . OABIBOO BOAD TOLLS. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott moved the second 
reading! of this Bill, and he sup- 
posed be was called upon to make 
some explanations with reference to the 
introdnotiou of tho Bill. In the first 
"~ place he would stato in regard to the 
abolition of the road toll some four years 
ago that be had yet to learn that its total 
abolition was ever asked for by the peo- 
ple who aotaally paid it and he would re- 
peat that be was informed at the time that 
the miners of Cariboo wonld have been 
more than satisfied with a reduction of 
one-half of the original impost. Mr. Mc- 
Creight, who was ihen first Minister of 
; . the then Government, had recently ad- 
mitted at a largo political meeting held 
in the city of Victoria tiiat tho abolition 
of the toll was the greatest mistake ho 
bad ever made in bis political career and 
in fact in a very earnest manner had stat- 
ed that ho could not imagine what ho 
(Mr.McCreight) was about when ho advo- 
cated such a stop. Ho alluded to this ou 
account of the stand taken by some gen- 
tlemen of the Opposition aud ho believed 
that when the miners of Cariboo became 
acquainted with the line of argument 
their representatives had pursued, they 
would bo anything but gratifiod. Far from 
wishing to ombarasa tho minors it was 
to the interest of tho Government to pro- 
tect that class, but tho Cariboo road ro- 
qnifed a certain large expenditure on it 
per annam for repairs and if there were 
U reasonable a rereaue in the Treasary 
as there should be, be did not know that 
this tax would have boon resorted to. It 
Bhonld bo borne in mind, however, that 
it was not only tho miner would ooutri- 
buto to tho tax; tho farmer, tho Indian, 
the Chinaman, and every resident along 
the road would pay his fair sharo, and he 
wonld' remind the Honse'that if tho road 
were not kept in oven tolerable repair a 
Qovernmont on tho Mainland would bo 
formed, a Go.'orument winch without go- 
ing into committee, and without resorting 
■ to any act of this logiwiaturo would tux 
tho people of tho Mainland protty sovoro- 
ly— ae alluded to a Qovornmont of pack- 
ers (oheers aind langhter) who,if tberoad 
' were allowed to fall away would put on 
on additionnl i or 5 cents per pound on 
every article they conveyed over it. 
(Cheers.) To avoid this tho Govornmont 
asked for % a cent per It), ou one bridge 
and /i a cent Ih. ou another — one cent in 
all instead of five. It had been said that 
the miner was taxed in every possihlo 
manner, btit he wotild remind tho House 
that a Bill was shortly to be brought 
down for tho taxation of real and porsou- 
b1 estate— a light tax ho admitted— from 
which the miuer was entirely oxomptod. 
(Hear, hear.) lie referred to this moro 
. . espepially to show that the miner had 
■' ■'lieiinSealt with fairly and with due oon- 
^ tideration and that it vas not the inten- 
tion of. the GoTernment, as had been 



to kill the goose that laid the golden 
egg." (Ghaerei.) Far from it, for if hon. 
gentlemen would examine the third clause 
of tb6?Bill now before them they would 
see thaf eveSifithaPtheprodaotfl of the 
country on which tho minor nfainly sub- 
sisted wore exempted from road toll; so 
tho minor had nothing extra to pay on his 
flour, butter, cheoao, eggs, vegetables, 
oto. (Cheors.) If Up-Country mombora 
would take all these facts into considera- 
tion lie beliovod they would - see « that it 
was thoir duty to vote for the Bill and pro- 
toot tho miner by means of good roads 
and chei. o transport. (Cheers) . 

In reply to Mr. Beavou, hon. Mr. 
Elliott sii'd that tho estimated revenue to 
bo derived from tho tax would bo some 
$25,000. It could not, however, be esti- 
mated closely as) the/Gove^nment had no 
returns for the past three jr^ars to guide 
them. ■ - I " i , 

Mr. Evans reviewed the disonstfibn 
whioh had taken place in oommitteo on 
the Bill stating, however, that his at- 
tempt to stop tho passago o' tho Bill 
wonld bo as successful o.s an attempt to 
turu the moon into a cream-clioj.so. He 
still maintained that the Cariboo miners 
are willing to pay any tax whioh had to be 
paid by the entire community but they 
objected to a sectional tax. ' 

Mr. Mara in reply said that ho sup- 
ported tho Bill, although ho believed the 
principle of a sectional rond-toU unjust. 
He supported tho Bill, however, as a 
matter of expediency for it was positively 
necessary that the road should be' repair- 
ed to prevent the price of goods increas- 
ing immensely. The Province was not 
iu a financial position to repair tho rood 
without a small tax aud uudor tho oir- 
oumatances he believed that those of 
hia coiistituciitH with whom bo had been 
able to couault favorod tho proposed tax. 
His colleagues moreover favored it, and 
a stern sense of duty demanded that he 
should support the Bill, although as a 
trader individually ho was opposed to it. 
If ho found that his constituouoy boliovod 
it operated detrimeutolly ho would re- 
turn next year determined to oppose tho 
Bill and vice versa. Tho late Gov- 
ernment had expressed a deteriui- 
nation to continue the toll on 
^pence's bridge, a much more objeotion- 
ablo tax than the one proposed to bo 
levied, which would ho largely paid by 
Indians and Chinamen. Tho amount 
coUeotod last year at Sponao's bridge 
amounted to 88,250 in reality '-i of a 
cent per lb. and tho colloction of that 
tax did not differ so very widely from tho 
collection of a tax of }a a cent per lb at 
Yalo which would operate ou Chinamen 
and Indians. Many articles, tojp -would 
bo exempted from the tax, which "the late 
Govornmont had refused to exampt. He 
would support tho bill. 

Mr. Armstrong replied at soma longth 
denouncing tho policy of 'axatiou from 
first to last and allirmiug that tho people 
woro unable to meet the demands of the 
Govorament. Ho maintained that the 
country to-day is only in debt some 6120,- 
OOU;thatno such interest fs 8 per cent, 
had to bo paid by tho Govornmont ou 
tho debt; that tho statement of tho Fi- 
nance Minister ' was garbled; that the 
Colonist is under tho "outiro jurisdic- 
tion" of the Government and that its 
statement that it cost the late Govern- 
ment tliQ sum of 8259,000 for the running 
oxpoiiHoa of tho country was untrue; 
maintaining also that tho lato Govorn- 
mont never applied for an^ money from 
Canada on account of subsidies, but ac- 
cepted Sl<30,000 in face of the statement 
of tho Ottawa Government that it would 
be withheld from the. July, -aubsidy, be- 
cause they— the late Governinent — knew 
Canada daro not withhold it. (Cries of 
uonsenso !) Ho boliovod tho liuanoial 
statement of the Govornmont to have 
been intentionally "cooked." 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys— I cca only say 
that the statement was made from the 
books in the treasury office, and that the 
ofiioers of that department asserted that 
it waA perfectly correct. Not a figure was 
in the report whioh had no right to bo 
there. 

Mr. Armstrong continued, assorting ho 
was confident tho policy ot tho govern- 
ment was to oppress the peoi)lo with tax- 
ation so that they would be compelled to 
yield to a proposition from Canada to 
sell out tho railway. He believed the 
Provincip^ and Dominion GoTernments 
to bo in league (laughter). 

Mr. Fisher followed, ridiculing tho 
oratoricol efforts of tho last speaker and 
expressing his surpr.'so at that gentle- 
man's astounding ignorance of facts and 
figures. Ho (Mr. F.) thought that $500,000 
in round numbers nas a '('ory fair o.'iti- 
mato of tho country's debt, for ho had 
taken occasion to oloaoly scrutinize tho 
statement of the Finance Minister. Ho 
alluded in terms of sarcaam to tho pro- 
tondod or real inability of the lato Min- 
ister of Finance to give the Commictoe on 
Public Aooounta any information, and 
hoped with real sincerity that tho inves- 
tigation challenged by that gentleman 
would be prosooutod to the utmost. IIo 
had taken notes of tho figures ho had just 
given uttorauco to and could stake hi.s 
honor on it that he (Mr. F.) would prove 
them false from beginning to end. 
(ohoors.) Tho speech of the gentleman 
who had just sat down waw a repudiation 
speech from first to last, lis whole bur- 
den was, get into debt and then ropudi- 
ato (ohoora). Ho (Mr. Armstrong) had 
pursued that policy when in ofiico and 
had appealed to the people to endorse 
his policy. But he was sure the good 
sense of the House would condemn the 
rookleas policy of tho lato government, 
and admit that tho only moaus of pro- 
Horving the fair namo and regain the cre- 
dit of this Province would bo to imposo 
a just system of taxation (cheers). 

Mr. Gallagher could not support the 
bill inasmuch as it did not operate uc^ual- 
ly all over the Mainland. The greater 
portion of it foil upon tho miner whilst a 
a largo class lowor down would escapo 
comparatively lightly. 

Hon, Mr. Humphroys cluiinefi tho at- 
tention of tho House and that of 
Cariboo reprosentadves in parti- 
cular for a few iftini^t€s? Hei^did- not in- 
tend to allude to the ex-Finanoe Minister 
because ho regarded his effort at elocu- 
tion altogether beneath his notice and 
devoid of argument. (Hoar hoar.) But 
whilst ho wished to slate that ho had for 
five years beou a strong advocoto for tho 
abolition of tho road- tolls, he folt bound 
to say that he was oonvihced that the 
abolition had been a step in the wrong 
direction aud ho would show why. The 
cost of keojiing tho road in rojiair wan 
abouti;50,000 por annum and tho diiroronce 
botwQon even a fair road and a bad one 
meant really 2y, to 'iy, cents per pound 
ou freight, it therefore followed that it 
was vastly to the interest of tho miner to 
pay a toll of one cent than to allow tho 
road to fall into a bad and almost. ;mpBSB 



per lb. After tho abolition of th«t toll 
ho found on close investigation that at 
no time during tho existence of that tol^ 
did tho mining populatioa of the Main- 
land pay moro than 15 per cent of the 
cost of tho maintenance of the road, an^ 
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this fact which existed some years' :agp 
would nlouo justify any hon. member in 
voting for tho reimposition of the toll 
and conseouontly a goo.droad. (Choors.) 
In Cariboo" proper thoro aro ho boliovod 
somo 1500 white mon, bai-ween Cariboo 
proper and the Suspension Bridge thoiJo 
are 3,000 white men and in addition some 
3,700 Cuinamen and nearly 8,000 Indians. 
Now as it had beoa argued (and he ad- 
mitted rightly) that the consumer actual' 
ly paid tho toll it would bo soon thut, 
the Chinese and Indians, who were un- 
I'loubtedly large consumers Avould pay a 
very largi proportion' of the toll; and 
even if t'at t,« were not just in the point, 
of expedieney^it' wo'tala be just inasmuch 
as it affords protection to the white man 
aud compels the Chiuamen and Indians 
to contribute towards tho maintenance of 
a trunk road in no loss u degree than CO 
por cent of the entire toll. (Cheers.) Had 
ho ))eeu awaro of those facta before the 
abolition, he would of course never have 
advocated the ikbolition. Id the matter 
of consumption too ho found on reference 
to figures that tho Chinese and Indians of 
the Mainland aro far greater consumers 
of imported goods— and those are tho 
goods which pay the toll — than tho 
whites. In the face of those facts ho con- 
ceived it to bo tho boundon duty of Cari- 
boo members to support the bill, because 
without itlhe white populatioa would 
pay from tho Provincial trje.awryi .all the 
monoy whicli might be expended on the- 
rond,' whilst the Chinese and Indians 
wonld uso it to tho tuuo of GO por cent 
and not pay ouG duUar. (Cheors.) If tho 
exchoquor bad beou full, oven then a tax 
to catch the Chinese would havo been 
justifiable, but there was no money 
iu the treasury and rovenva had to 
bo raised or the road would fall to pieces 
aud as be had stated freights would go 3 
or 1 cents per pound. Ho thought hon. 
gontlomon would see that tho proposition 
was a fair one. (Choors.) ' 

Mr. Davio was well aware that if tho 
road were not kept in order that the mi- 
ners would suffer, but that was no reason 
why they should bo_ specially taxed to 
maintain the road which he argued was 
as much benefit to tho whole Province as 
to Cariboo. Tho arguniont of expedien- 
cy was not good becaiiso it was iu oppo- 
sition to tho principle of the bill. Tho 
tax was as ho had said sectional and oper- 
ated on the staple articles the miner used, 
although the products of the country it 
was true would be exempted. In almost 
evo ry case too the yield of the miner 
did not covor the cost of labor, material, 
and time. 

Mr.Walketn, in roforonco to the speeoh 
of tho Finance Minister, said that ho ga- 
thered from it the unfortunate miner 
would be taxed to catch the Chiua- 
men. Ho (Mr. Walkem) stood pledged 
to bis coiistitueucy somo years ago to op- 
pose what ho doomed a false system of 
dorivint; roveuuo aud ho was unable to 
account for changes in hon, gentlomon 
who hod agreed with him thou. The in- 
auguration of class legislation would ul- 
timately result most detrimentally to tho 
Province and in common justice the 
grand trunk road of tho country from 
Yale to Cariboo ahould bo kept iu order 
ut the oxpouso of tho whole country. Ho 
admitted that the Govornmont were plac- 
ed iu a hard position and that tho Pro- 
vince is a diffioult country to govern with- 
out a revenue. The members from tho 
bnnoh-grass country would, he under- 
stood, support the bill, because no matter 
what tho toll was they would "get even" 
ou tho consunior. For the sake of tho 
miner aud his conetituoncy especially he 
was sorry tho bill would pass and he was 
aware that be might as well havo let it go 
through the Housel without speaking. 
(Hear.) 

Dr. I'olmio said Mr. Walkem and tho 
other roprcsoutalivos from Cariboo seem- 
ed to havo exiiondod a great deal of fervor 
about the S8,0L)0 whicii tho up-country 
would coatributo to tho 850,000 uocossary 
for the maintenance of the grand trunk 
road leading to their homes. 

Mr.Boaven held that the' bill woul dnot 
produce more rovonuo than the Sponce's 
Bridge toll and tho road tax proposed to 
bo abolished. lie again stated that tho 
Coquehalla trail would bo used to avoid 
the toll on tho suspension bridge and ex- 
pressed his belief that the Cariboo road 
wonld cost at least 950000 for repairs this 
year. 

Mr. Beavou mado a recommendation. 
Mr. Bryden— If it is the intention of 
tho government to expend the money 
collected in tolls over aud above tho or- 
dinary expenditure on tho improvement 
of the road I shall vote for the bill. 

Hon, Mr, Elliott said that at least 
§50,000 would bo required this year to 
pnt the road in order and the government 
intended to Oo it whatever it cost (hearl. 
If any suggestions of value were made 
in oommitteo tho govornmont would ao- 
capt them. 

The Bill was read a second time by a 
vote of 5 to 10.

Hon. Mr. Elliott reminded bdtiV' ineia^' 
''b%sothkt'the principle contained ' in' this 
Bill was the samo that was contained in 
the old bill, Ouo cent was collected at 
Yalo and another at Clinton; but for 
somo reason tho ouo cent waa knocked off 
Yule and tho two cents coUootod at Clin- 
ton— and no one said a word about it 
(hear, hear).; . 

Dr. Tolmie" rose to reply to a fierce 
phillipic from .Capt. Evans, who, he said, 
reminded him of what was said of tho 
Bourbons of Prance, that "they had for- 
gotten nothing and learned nothiiig" 
(great laughter). Tho trunk road had 
oust 81,000,000, and thosQ who used the 
greatest length of road should pay the 
largest toll. Really, a great deal of time 
was lost in discussing this small tax 
which would benefit tho miner, 

Mr. Davie said tho Yalo section had 
cost more than all tlio rest of tho road to 
to put in repair. 

Dr. Tolmie reminded hon. mombors 
that tho (^uosnel bridge had cost $iO,000 
for tho benefit of the miners. 
Mr.Beaven moved that saotion 2 be struck 
out and a clause substituted imposing a 
toll of one cent per Ib.ouall goods carried 
from Yalo iu tho diiection of Boston Bar 
aud one cent on all goods carried from 
Hope towards Nicola Valloy. 

Mr. Smith would not sui^port the 
amendments. Tho toll ought to be ool- 
lected in two places aud the Bill met his

lilr. Beaven rose to speak but was 
forcod to sit down by cries of "question" 
from his own side. 

Hia nmondmeut was lost — 5 ayea, all 
tho rest of tho committoo against.
